The  undersighed  who  wrote  this  history,  or  genealogy  of  the 
Rowlett  family  having  served  in  the  Government  Service  of  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  with  thw  United  States  Army  for  a  period  of  thirty 
years  and  finally  retired  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  on  reaching  the 
age  limit  of  sixty-four  years  April  29,  1928,  having  little  or  nothing 
to  occupy  his  time  and  not  knowing  much  about  his  ancestors  and  the 
different  branches  of  the  descendants  of  John  &  Uary  Rowlett,  became 
interested  in  knowing  something  of  those  he  descended  from, or  related 
to  and  decided  to  seek  all  Information  obtainable. 

Perhaps  many  years  after  he  has  passed  away,  those  who  live  after  he 
has  passed  on,  may  appreciate  his  efforts. 

The  history  as  shown  in  the  following  pages  was  obtained  by  searching 
in  many  places,  such  as  Public  Libraries,  the  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Society,  Phi la. ,  Pa.,  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  the  Genealogy  of  other 
families  who  were  connected  through  marriage  with  the  Rowlett* s.  Friends 
Meeting  Houses  &  Cemeteries  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity,  also  through 
correspondence  with  the  Authorities  and  Postmasters  of  Cities,  Towns  and 
Villiages,  etc.  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States,  including  personal 
visits  in  many  directions  seeking  information.  The  record  as  written  may 
have  mistakes  and  many  dates  and  names  missing,  however  it  is  as  near  cor¬ 
rect  as  possible  under  circumstances  which  could  not  be  overcome,  with  help 
from  many  who  could  have  supplied  information,  probably  due  to  lack  of 
interest  and  failure  to  even  reply  to  letters  which  requestea  infcrrraticn, 
it  was  therefore  in  many  cases,  impossible  to  obtain  accurate  data^ 
relating  to  their  side  of  the  family.

The  Paladins  have  bequeathed  us  Roland.  Oliver.  Robert.  Richard.  Rodger. 
Reginald  and  Miles.  We  see  at  once  in  these  names  the  parentage  of  some  of 
our  most  familiar  surnames.  Oliver  was  perhaps,  the  least  popular  so  far 
as  numbers  were  concerned  and  might  have  died  out  entirely  had  not  the 
Protector  Cronwell  brought  it  again  into  notoriety.  Olover.  Olver.  Ollier, 
and  Oliverson  are  the  present  forms,  and  these  are  met  by  such  entries  as 
Jordan  Oliver,  or  Philip  fil  Oliver.  Rolsnd  or  Orlando  was  the  Nephew  of 
Oreat  Charles.  ( Chari emaegiel  and  fell  In  his  peerless  might  at  Roncesvalles. 

August  15.  A.D. 778.  (Charles  the  Great  gf  Fpanee-  A.D.  771-814. 

PALADIN-  A  sistinguised  champion;  A  hero.  (Websters  Dictionary) 

Paladin  (Lat.  palatinus)  litterly  means  a  courier,  a  member  of  the  royal 
family,  or  household,  one  connected  with  a  palace.  The  palatium  of  the  Roman 
Emporors  on  Palatin  Hill  supplied  a  name  for  all  the  royal  and  inperial 
residences  in  mediaeval  Europe,  and  a  corresponding  adjective  and  noun  for 
royal  officials  and  dependants.  From  being  applied  to  the  famous  twelve  peers 
of  Charlemagne,  the  word  paladin  became  a  general  term  in  romance  for  kni^ts 
of  great  prowess. 

Roland  was  a  favorite  name  among  the  higher  nobility  for  centuries  and  with 
our  Rolands.  Rowlands.  Rowlsons  &  Rowlandsons,  bids  fair  to  maintain  its  hold 
upon  our  surnames,  if  not  our  baptismal  list.  Old  formas  are  found  in  such 
entries  as  Roland  le  Lene.  Roland  Bloet.  William  Rollandson.  or  Robert  Roet3nig- 
some  we  must  not  forget,  too.  that  our  ROWLETT'S  and  BCULETS  represent  the 
French  dimintive.

Named  for  a  John  W.  Rowlett,  he  was  a  son  of  Littleberry 
Rowlett  &  Elizabeth  Hales  AyresCMaxey)  Rowlett,  Littleberry  Rowlett  caine  from 
Buokingham  Comity,  Virginia.  John  W.  Rowlett  married  Rebecca  Brents  Underwood 
and  to  them  were  bom  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  At  this  writing  Jid.y,1932.

Rowlett,  Texas.  In  the  early  settlement  of  Tesas,  a  man  by  name  of  Rowlett  with 
his  family  located  near  the  head  of  a  small  stream  of  water  (later  known  as  the 
Rowlett  River)  near  where  the  town  is  now  located,  two  towns  sprung  up, 
(original  names  unknown)  eash  town  had  a  postoffise,  later  on  the  M.K.(S;  T.R.H. 
was  built,  the  tswns  and  postoffices  were  consolidated  and  named  Rowlett.  This 
family  of  Rowlett's,  consisting  of  himself,  wife  and  several  children  went  to 
California  in  the  gold  rush  of  1849.  There  is  no  one  by  that  name  residing 
there  now.  The  Postmaster  states  that  in  1930  a  man  by  name  of  Rowlett  passing 
through  the  town,  made  inquiries  as  to  the  naming  of  the  town,  he  stated  he  was 
from  New  Mexico  but  did  not  give  his  full  name  or  address. 

Rowlett,  Texas  is  in  Rowlett  Comity. 


Rolette,  North  Dakota.  Named  for  an  Indian  named  Joe  Rolette,  either  Sioux  or 
Chippewa,  the  town  location  was  purchased  8/10/1905  and  the  county  is  also 
Rolette.  Joe  Rolette  dissapeared  several  years  ago  and  no  one  knows  what  became 
of  him.  Families  bearing  the  name  reside  there,  but  while  related  to  this 
Indian,  they  are  no  longer  full  blooded  Indians. 

Further  information  may  be  obtained  from  Belcourt,  North  Dakota  by  corres¬ 
ponding  with  the  authorities.  (Information  Postmaster) 


Roulette,  Pennsylvania.  This  town  was  named  for  a  John  Roulette,  an  old 
settler,  long  deceased,  there  is  no  one  living  there  now  by  that  name.

The  writer  recalls  that  many  years  ago  a  servant  (Irish)  was  6ng)loyed  by  his 
parents  to  do  housework,  the  first  time  the  door  bell  rung,  she  went  to  the 
door  and  found  a  man  who  was  inquiring  for  Mr.  Rowlett,  she  came  back  and 
informed  him  that  there  was  a  man  outside  who  wanted  to  see  Mr.  01  drat,  now 
from  this  we  could  have  assumed  a  different  name,  the  writer  often  wonders 
how  one  of  his  daughter  in  laws  would  have  liked  it,  she  would  like  to  spell 
it  Roulette  because  it  sounds  more  stylish  according  to  her  way  of  thinking.

John  howlett,  firit,  bom  about  the  year  1772,  he  died  7/16/1846,  age  74 
yeare  and  was  interred  in  Fairhill  Friends  Cemetery,  Philadelphia,  Penna. 

He  was  educated  at  a  Cambridge  University  Prep.  School  in  England  wher  he  was 
awarded  a  handsome  penholder  by  the  school  authorities  for  good  penmanship. 

He  came  to  the  United  States  (date  unknown)  and  from  available  records  seems 
to  have  settled  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  and  later  on  in  the  vicinity  of  Abington, 
Cheltenham  Township,  Penna. 

He  married  twice,  his  first  wife  was  Mary -  She  died  3/31/l834,age  65. 

His  second  wife  was  Marjory  Hopper  of  Phila.,  Pa.  iArried  12/5/18S&. 

He  was  an  Accountant  in  the  Bank  of  north  America,  the  first  bank  established 
in  Philadelphia  and  the  United  States.  He  was  the  Author  of  Rowlett’s  Tables 
of  Interest,  the  first  edition  in  the  year  1799  was  7000  copies. 

Under  remarks  in  a  later  edition  the  author  stated  the  following:- 
^It  required  three  years  of  travel  to  distribute  the  first  edition  by  which 
I  lost  nearly  four  thousand  dollars.”  After  a  lapse  of  twenty  six  years  the 
book  became  scarce  and  in  great  demand,  second  hand  copies  were  picked  up  at 
prices  ranging  from  ten  to  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  copyright  was  extended  to  John  Rowlett  the  author  by  special  Act  of  Congress 
thereby  peimittlng  new  editions  to  becissued. 

NOTE:-  An  old  copy  of  these  tables  is  in  the  possession  of  George  Pickering, 
of  Elmira,  IJ.  Y.  who  is  a  Great  Grand  Son.  This  copy  was  bought  in  Rochester, 

N.  Y.  from  a  second  hand  dealer  and  has  the  name  of  the  original  subscriber 
(Tom  Pomroy)  stamped  on  the  front  cover. 

In  a  letter  from  George  Pickering  dated  April  25,  1933,  he  states  that  ho  also 
has  a  copy  of  the  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Tables  of  Interest  and  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  subscribers  is  JOHN  ADAMS  and  THOMAS  JEFFERSON,  further  along 
it  is  mentioned  that  the  copy  belonging  to  THOMAS  JEFFERSON  was  sold  at  auction 
for  the  sum  of  twenty-one  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  also  judging  from 
the  large  list  of  subscribers,  the  second  edition  must  have  been  profitable, 
although  he  lost  nearly  four  thousand  dollars  during  the  first  edition. 

The  Bank  of  North  America  where  John  Rowlett , first  was  enployed  as  an  Accountant 
merged  with  the  Penna.  Company  for  Insurance  on  Lives  and  Granting  Annuieties, 
in  the  year  1929,  now  at  fifteenth  and  Chestnut  sts.,  Phila.,  la.  Information 
was  requested  of  them  by  letter  as  to  their  records  relating  to  John  Rowlett, 
first,  and  they  stated”Shere  is  nothing  in  the  early  records  relating  to  John 
Rowlett,  there  is  however,  a  copy  of  the  Rowlett  Tables  of  Interest  still  in 
their  possession”. 

NOTE:-  The  writer  has  received  many  letters  from  descendants  of  John  Rowlett, 
first,  and  in  nmny  instances  they  state  they  have  a  copy  of  the  Tables  of 
Interest,  the  writer  a  great  grandson,  is  not  so  fortunate  in  having  a  copy, 
neither  has  he  ever  seen  one.

This  letter  seems  to  indicate  that  John  Rowlett  was  at  one  time  an  emnloyee 
of  this  firm  (Merchant  &  Sons)  as  he  states  in  the  letter  that  he  expects  to 
return  to  business  by  the  follo^ving  Monday  as  usual,  expecting  the  business 
completed  by  then.  Hecwas  then  about  twenty- three  years  of  age. 

This  letter  was  found  in  the  old  vaults  at  the  Schuylkill  Arsenal,  Phila.

The  old  land  records  of  Virginia  show,  that  in  1705,  "Peter  Rowlett  owned 
a  tract  of  land  the  South  side  of  Swift  Creek  in  Henrico  County,  near 
Petersburg."  (This  tract  is  now  in  Chesterfield  County) 

"In  1716,  the  land  of  Vto.  LiGron,  deceased,  who  died  in  1695,  was  divided 
between  his  two  daughters— Mary,  the  wife  of  Peter  Rowlett,  and  Lucre tia 
LiGon." 

On  March  14th,  1725,  "an  Indian  girl,  named  Poll,  was  bound  to  serve  Peter 
Rowlett  and  his  heirs  as  the  law  directs." 

"Daniel,  the  son  of  William  and  Frances  Rowlett,  was  bom  on  the  10th  arid 
baptized  on  the  30th  of  July,  1721."

Mr.  Lukens  has  compiled  the  Genealogy  of  the  Webster's  in  chart  form  and 
has  presented  the  writer  with  a  copy,  this  copy  has  been  presented  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Society,  Phi la. ,  Penna.  together  with  the  completed 
Genealogy  of  the  Rowlett's  as  well  as  a  copy  of  Rowlett's  Tables  of  Discount 
and  Interest,  which  was  published  in  1833. 

The  writer  has  completed  the  Genealogy  of  the  Rowlett's  from  the  date  of  the 
birth  of  John  Rowlett,  first, 8/31/1772,  to  the  present  year  of  Jan.1938*  with 
the  exception  of  Mary  Rowlett,  bom  daughter  of  John  Rowlett , first  and 

his  wife  Mary  Edwards.

The  writer*  Edward  Elmer  Rowlett*  Oreat  Grand  Son  of  John  Rowlett*  first 
and  Mary  Rowlett*  Grand  eon  of  John  Rowlett*  second  and  Drucilla  Phipps  Rowlett* 
and  son  of  George  and  Elizabeth  A*  Cnmnings  Rowlett*  also  Grandson  of  Thomas  & 
Martha  Parr*  was  bom  at  Port  Richmond*  Philadelphia*  Pa.  April  29*  1864* 
received  his  education  at  Friends  School*  fourth  &  Green  streets*  and  at  Friends 
Central  School*  15th  &  Race  streets*  Phi la. *  Pa. 

After  finishing  school*  was  employed  in  several  mercantile  establishments* 
the  last  one  being  Jacob  Reeds  Sons  on  Chestnut  street*  Phila. ,Pa.  and  lost  his 
position  through  contageous  disease  (Scarlet  Fever  &  Diptheria)  among  four  of 
his  children*  the  youngest  one  dying  in  five  days*  consequently  wore  quarentined 
for  eight  weeks  and  three  children  were  effected  for  nearly  a  year*  therefore 
the  Manager  of  Jacob  Reeds  Sons  being  afraid  the  disease  would  be  transmitted  to 
his  young  son  decided  it  was  best  to  discharge  the  writer  and  avoid  the  risk.

February*  1906*  was  assigned  as  Chief  Clerk  to  the  Constructing  Quartermaster, 
U.  S.  Army  at  Mobile*  Alabama  in  the  rebuilding  of  Fort  Morgan*  Ala.*  situated 
on  a  narrow  strip  of  land  thirty  six  miles  by  water  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  miles  distant  from  Mobile*  Ala.  the  Fort  being  between  Mobile  Bay  and  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  and  was  almost  destroyed  by  a  storm  which  also  nearly  destroyed 
Galveston*  Texas. 

Nov.  30*  1906  was  assigned  for  duty  at  Fort  Leavenworth*  Kansas  as  a  perma¬ 
nent  station.  ary 

July  15*  to  Sept. 8*  1908  was  assigned  for  temporyyduty  with  the  Chief  Camp 
Quartermaster  at  Pawnee  Flats*  near  Fort  Riley*  Kansas  where  Maneuvers  of  U.S. 
Troops  and  National  Guard  from  western  states  were  being  held*  approx. 50 *000. 000 
troops  being  in  the  camp  for  periods  of  from  one  two  two  weeks  studying  the  art 
of  war.  On  completion*  returned  to  Rott  Leavenworth. 

Sept.  9*  to  Oct.  3*  1906  was  assigned  for  temporary  duty  with  the  Camp 
Quartermaster*  Canp  r^verett  Peabody*  Lake  Contrary*  near  St.  Joseph*  Mo.  where  a 
Military  Tournament  of  U.S. Troops  was  being  held.  The  returned  to  Fott  Leavenworth

Oct.  £3,  1915,  transferred  to  the  Depot  Ouartermaster,  Fort  Baker,  San  Francisco 
California  for  further  transfer  to  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Nov.  5,  1915,  Sailed  frcsi  Sam Francisco,  Calif,  on  the  Army  transport  "Thomas" 
via  Honolulu  and  the  Island  of  Guam,(U.S. Navy  Base)  arriving  at  Nanila,  P.  I. 

Dec.  2,  1915.  ./as  assigned  to  the  Depot  uarte master  at  Manila,  and  received  an 
increase  in  salary. 

June  15,  1918,  Sailed  from  Manila,  P.  I.  on  the  Army  Transport  "Logan"  under 
secret  orders  (the  United  States  was  then  at  war  with  Germany)  we  touched  at 
Nagasaki,  Japan  for  coal,  then  proceeded  to  Fusian,  Korea,  wher  wo  took  on  board 
over  two  hundred  Italian  soldiers  and  their  officers  and  carried  them  to  the 
United  States  where  they  were  interned  at  Camp  Dix.  N.  J.  for  the  balance  of  the 
war,  after  leaving  Fusian,  Korea,  we  proceed  to  Vladesvostox,  Siberia,  after 
transacting  business  and  taking  on  several  foreign  officers,  Arabs,  French,  etc. 
we  proceeded  via  the  Sea  of  Japan  into  the  Pacific  Ocean  via  Honolulu  and 
arrived  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.  Jnly  17,  1918.  And  was  ordered  to  proceed  to 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  to  take  examination  for  a  Commission. 

Sapt.l,  1918.  Passed  examination  for  Commission  as  Ma.^or,  Quartermaster  Corns, 
U.S.Army,  however  papers  were  not  forwarded  to  V/ashington  as  they  were  held  up 
by  the  private  secretary  of  the  Civilian  Depot  Quartermaster,  this  was  the  first 
time  in  history  of  the  U.S.  that  a  civilian  acted  in  that  capacity,  this  private 
secretary  (Female)  pigeon  holed  my  papers  because  I  had  caught  her  using  long 
distance  telephone  calls  for  her  personal  use,  I  sent  her  a  bill  each  month  and 
she  had  to  pay,  I  was  in  charge  of  all  office  service  and  supnlies,  however  she 
got  her  revenge  by  hiding  the  papers  and  my  commission  never  materialized. 

Nov.  11,  1918.  (Armistic  Day)  was  appointed  an  Army  Field  Clerk,  uartermaster 
Corps,  U.S.Army  by  the  Adjutant  General,  U.S.Army,  was  neither  a  commissioned  or 
non-commissioned  officer,  just  plain  officer,  wore  the  uniform  of  a  commissioned 
officer  without  rank  on  my  shoulders, 

April  26,  1926,  By  Act  of  Congress  all  field  clerks  were  appointed  iVarrant 
Officers,  U.S.Army  (the  title  Field  Clerk  ceased  to  exist)  all  my  service  in  and 
with  the  army  in  accordance  with  the  new  law,  to  be  computed  for  longevity  pay 
and  retirement. 

April  29,  1928,  Having  reached  the  age  of  sixty-four( 64)  years,  in  accordance 
with  the  Laws,  was  retired  for  ago  after  having  served  for  thirty  years. 

This  date  Oct,  25,  1932,  with  nothing  to  occupy  my  time  except  ray  hobby  of 
looking  up  the  genealogy  of  the  family  of  Rowlett’s,  the  days  are  long  and  dreary 
and  I  find  that  idleness  is  the  hardest  kind  of  work. 

On  April  11,  1932,  the  Jar  Department  declared  me  to  be  Totally  and  Permanent¬ 
ly  disabled  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army,  show  that  I  have  Neuresthenla  (exhaustion  of  the  brain  and 
nerves)  also  Epithelioma.
